Jath  N.P.U.  Branch. — At  a  meeting  of 
Bath  Branch  of  the  National  Pharma- 
tical  Union  held  on  September  30,  the 
:ers  and  committee  elected  were : — 
lirman,  Mr.  W.  Huxley;  Vice-chair- 
^,  Mr.  T.  Swain;    Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  H. 


Hopkins ;  Secretary,  Mr.  E.  C.  Haskins ; 
P.A.T.A.  Secretary,  Mr.  T.  J.  Cornish;  Com- 
mittee, Messrs.  A.  H.  Hale,  A.  P.  Curtis, 
R.  H.  Moore,  and  C.  Plagerson,  with  officers 
ex-officio.  The  secretary  informed  the 
meeting  that,  if  and  when  his  business 
partner  was  called  up,  he  would  be  obliged, 
with  regret,  to  resign  the  secretaryship  of 
the  Branch.  It  was  agreed  that  an  effort 
should  be  made  to  find  a  deputy  to  take  over 
the  office  so  soon  as  it  became  necessary. 
It  was  reported  that  Messrs.  Hale,  Cornish 
and  Haskins  had  recently  interviewed  Mr. 
Mallinson.  (secretary,  N.P.U.)  on  the 
possibilities  of  future  campaigning  by  local 
branches  for  National  Health  Insurance 
dispensing  remuneration  on  the  basis  of 
the  Bath  Branch  proposals,  which  it  was 
hoped  would  be  obtained  so  soon  as  possible 
after  the  war.  Mr.  Mallinson's  views  were 
put  before  the  meeting.  Members  who  had 
signed  the  Chemists'  Friends  agreement 
were  asked  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  per- 
suade the  remainder  to  do  so  at  the  earliest 
moment.     The  secretary  reported  that  a 
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letter  had  been  sent  to  a  Bath  hospital 
protesting  against  the  practice  of  selling- 
insulin  to  patients,  and  pointing  out  that 
Bath  chemists  had  no  objection  to  the 
hospital's  giving  insulin  free  to  poor 
patients,  but  considered  that  in  other 
cases  patients  should  be  referred  to  their 
chemists  for  such  articles.  The  secretary 
was  asked  to  request  the  N.P.U.  to  protest 
to  the  Board  of  Trade  against  the  non- 
inclusion  of  pharmacists  and  their  employees 
in  the  list  of  persons  eligible  for  the  extra 
clothing-coupon  allowance.  It  was  decided 
to  sencl  a  letter  to  the  local  Insurance 
Committee,  requesting  it  to  permit  any 
chemist  who  found  it  practicable,  and  not 
against  the  interests  of  insured  persons, 
to  close  at  6  p.m.  during  the  winter  months, 
to  do  so,  in  order  to  achieve  economy  in 
the  use  of  lighting  and  heating.  It  tran- 
spired that  a  number  of  chemists  under 
contract  with  the  local  Committee  received 
a  negligible  number  of  N.H.I,  scripts  after 
6  p.m.  during  the  black-out  period,  and 
that  the  majority  of  patients  left  their 
prescriptions  until  the  following  day.  It 
was  pointed  out  that  several  chemists  who 
lived  over  their  pharmacies  would,  of 
course,  dispense  after  6  p.m.  any  medicines 
that  were  really  urgent.  The  Committee 
is  also  being  asked  to  request  doctors  to 
mark  "Urgent"  on  any  N.H.I,  scripts 
required  to  be  dispensed  after  7  p.m.  on 
week-days,  i  p.m.  on  Thursdays,  or  at  any 
time  on  Sundays  or  Bank  holidays.  The 
secretary's  annual  report  disclosed  that  £^0 
had  been  sent  by  Bath  chemists  to  the 
N.P.U.  War  Distress  Fund. 

Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists. — The  nine- 
tieth meeting  of  the  council  of  the  Guild 
was  held  on  September  19.  The  treasurer 
reported  that  the  reserves  of  the  Guild 
had  been  severely  depleted  during  a  year 
of  exceptional  activity.  The  •  registrar 
reported  fifteen  applications  for  member- 
ship, and  the  candidates  were  duly  elected. 
The  secretary  reported  progress  in  negotia- 
tions with  the  London  and  Middlesex 
County  Councils.  Three  meetings  of  the 
constitution  and  rules  subcommittee  had 
been  held.  The  Guild  Council  proposed 
to  support,  with  certain  reservations,  the 
report  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  to  the 
Beveridge  Committee.  The  Socialist  Medi- 
cal Association  had  invited  two  members 
of  the  Guild  Council  to  be  co-opted  on  to 
its  committee  investigating  pharmaceutical 
policy.  Replies  received  to  a  questionnaire 
sent  to  London  public  pharmacists  sug- 
gested that  there  was  no  strong  case  for 


submission  to  the  Minister  of  Health.- 
The  Council  decided  to  delete  the  follow- 
ing paragraph  from  its  scale  of  minimum 
commencing  salaries:  "These  figures  are 
based  upon  the  cost  of  living  index  of 
September  1939,  and  should  be  adjusted 
accordingly,"  and  to  insert  in  its  place: 
"A  cost  of  living  bonus  of  not  less  than  ^25 
per  annum  should  be  paid.  Provided  that 
the  minimum  basic  salary  paid  is  greater 
than  the  salary  shown  in  the  appropriate 
section  of  the  above  salary  scale  the  cost  of 
living  bonus  may  be  proportionately 
reduced."  A  majority  of  the  council  was 
strongly  opposed  to  the  training  in  hospitals 
of  Apothecaries'  Hall  students. 

Returned  Unopposed. — In  the  annual 
elections  to  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Northern  Ireland  the 
following  members  were  returned  un- 
opposed :  Messrs.  H.  H.  Cowzer,  Ormeau 
Road,  Belfast  (new  member) ;  J.  W.  Gray, 
J. P.,  Armagh;  John  McGregor,  Botanic 
Avenue,  Belfast;  and  Walter  C.  Tate, 
Royal  Avenue,  Belfast  (re-elected),  phar-j 
maceutical  representatives ;  Mr.  JamesiBi  I 
Irwin,  Dunmurry,  druggists'  representative;! 

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland. — Two' 
notices  of  motion  have  been  tabled  for  the 
sixty-seventh  annual  meeting  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Ireland,  to  be  held 
at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on 
Monday,  October  12.  The  first  is  from  Mr.: 
James  A.  O'Rourke,  M.C.P.S.I.,  in  the 
following  terms  :  "  That  this  annual  meeting 
of  the  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  (a)  deprecates  the  action 
of  licentiates  who  accept  more  than  one. 
apprentice  to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  in 
each  four-yearly  period,  and  {b)  urges  the 
Council  to  draft  a  formal  undertaking  to  be. 
sent  for  signature  to  chemists  not  honouringi 
the  code  accepted  by  the  majority  of  their 
colleagues."  Mr.  G.  C.  O'Neill,  M.P.S.I., 
Blackrock,  has  put  down  the  second^ 
motion:  "That  this  meeting  recommends' 
the  Council  to  set  up  a  committee  to  inquire 
into  and,  if  possible,  to  improve  and 
simplify,  the  regulations  governing  the 
annual  election  of  members  to  the  Council." 

Results  of  the  election  held  on  October  5 
were:  Elected,  John  K.  Whelehan,  308; 
John  P.  Kissane,  290;  Edmund  J.  Mac- 
Sweeney,  282;  Patrick  Brooke  Kelly,  280; 
Michael  Costelloe,  279;  T.  C.  Scott,  274;.

Supplies  Shortage  in  East  Africa. — Chem- 
ts  and  druggists  in  East  Africa  are,  accord- 
[g  to  a  correspondent,  encountering  even 
iDrse  difficulties  than  their  colleagues  in 
|)uth  Africa  in  obtaining  essential  supplies. 
I)uth  African  pharmacists  have  found  that 
irtain  imported  goods  in  short  supply 
pnot  be  replaced,  but  it  is  often  possible 

make  do  with  locally-made  substitutes. 

Lst  Africa,  however,  possesses  only  a 
Idimentary  chemical  manufacturing  indus- 
jy,  so  that  the  problem  is  solved  less 
ladily.  Extensions  to  factories  of  chemical 


manufacturers  in  South  Africa  have  been 
only  sufficient  to  cope  with  the  increased 
war  orders  there,  and  there  is  little  surplus 
of  manufactured  goods  to  export,  though 
East  Africa  and  the  Rhodesias  are  endeav- 
ouring to  obtain  more  of  their  needs  from 
the  Dominion.  Orders  are  still  being  placed 
in  Great  Britain  and  America  for  a  large 
range  of  goods,  but  in  the  uncertainty  of 
the  shipping  position  pharmacists  never 
know  when  these  goods  will  arrive.  They 
have  also  to  reckon  with  the  possibility  of 
goods  being  lost  through  enemy  action 
during  transit. 

Kenya  Pharmacy  Legislation. — Legisla- 
tion to  tighten  up  the  law  restricting  the 
sale  of  drugs  and  poisons  in  Kenya  is  to  be 
introduced  at  the  forthcoming  session  of 
the  Legislative  Council.  A  new  Bill  has 
been  drawn  up  based  on  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act,  1933,  Great  Britain,  but 
adapted  to  conditions  in  the  Colony.  The 
Bill  closely  follows  similar  legislation 
recently  enacted  in  Tanganyika  Territory, 
and  accepted  as  a  suitable  model  for  all  the 
East  African  territories.  As  there  is  nothing 
in  Kenya  corresponding  to  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Great  Britain,  those  pro- 
visions of  the  Bill  dealing  with  pharmacy 
are  framed  to  ensure  that  no  one  carries 
on  the  business  of  a  pharmacist,  prepares 
or  dispenses  drugs  or  medicines,  or  sells 
poisons,  unless  registered  in  accordance 
with  provisions  in  the  Bill.  Companies  and 
the  representatives  of  deceased  or  insolvent 
pharmacists  and  other  exempted  persons 
are  provided  for,  and  certain  persons  are 
to  be  capable  of  being  licensed  to  sell 
certain  poisons  though  not  registered  to  do 
so.  The  general  restrictions  do  not  apply 
to  shop  assistants  and  employees  handling 
drugs  or  poisons  under  the  supervision  of 
registered  pharmacists.  The  sale  of  drugs 
in  their  original  condition  as  received  by 
the  sellers  is  not  controlled,  except  in  so  far 
as  the  quality  of  the  drugs  is  concerned. 
The  registration  of  pharmacists  is  controlled 
by  a  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Board  to  be 
'appointed  by  the  Governor  of  Kenya  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Bill,  and  registration 
is  confined  to  persons  who  hold  the  necessary 
qualifications.  The  Governor  is  empowered 
to  prohibit  or  control  the  importation, 
manufacture  or  sale  of  patent  or  propri- 
etary medicines.  The  penalty  for  contra- 
ventions is  a  fine  not  exceeding  1,000 
shillings,  or  imprisonment  for  a  t6rm  not 
exceeding  six  months,  or  both.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Problems  of  Distribution 

Under  the  heading  "Collective  Economies 
for  Chemists"  you  have  published  (p.  350) 
one  of  the  most  practical  articles  it  has 
been  my  good  fortune  to  read :  detailed 
study  of  it  by  your  subscribers  should  be 
profitable.  The  author  begins  with  some 
helpful  remarks  on  containers.  Empties, 
I  used  to  be  told  more  than  fifty  years  ago, 
are  "the  curse  of  the  trade";  and  I  recall 
a  case  of  a  Victorian  chemist's  spouse 
raising  her  husband's  ire  by  injudicious 
sarcasms  on  his  alleged  delays  in  getting 
them  dispatched.  Every  retailer  (and 
probably  every  housewife)  knows  that  of 
late  there  has  been  a  shortage  of  containers. 
It  follows  that  any  suggestion  for  relieving 
the  resulting  inconvenience  will  be  carefully 
considered.  It  may  be,  for  instance,  that, 
as  your  contributor  suggests,  a  measure  of 
standardisation  in  containers  will  render 
possible  "some  amount  of  interchange." 
One  difficulty  I  see  is  the  fact  that  containers 
quickly  show  signs  of  wear  and  tear.  How 
is  this  to  be  allowed  for  in  regulating  an 
interchange?  It  may,  of  course,  be  urged 
that  vanmen  should  be  instructed  to  leave 
goods  without  their  containers  whenever 
this  can  be  done.  But  the  possibilities  of 
this  plan  are  limited  by  the  nature  of  many 
of  the  things  handled  in  the  drug  trade. 
Most  pharmacists  of  experience  would,  I 
believe,  strongly  object  to  receiving  gal- 
enicals without  a  proper  opportunity  of 
submitting  them  to  some  kind  of  check 
or  examination. 

Practical  Suggestions 

The  author's  suggestions  on  what  may  be 
called  invoice  services  are  also  worth 
examination.  Circumstances  must  play 
some  part  in  each  arrangement,  for  if  one 
thing  is  of  more  than  average  certainty  it  is 
that  supplies  of  medicine  cannot  always 
wait  for  an  accompanying  invoice.  ■  The 
point  that  after  an  air  raid  stocks  may  for 
a  time  be  unusable  "because  there  is  no 
one  with  authority  to  give  instructions  that 
they  are  to  be  used  in  the  emergency"  is  an 
important  one.  On  the  face  of  it  the 
sanction  of  the  Poisons  Board  in  respect  of 
poisons  and  of  the  Home  Office  in  respect 
of  "dangerous"  drugs  would  seem  to  be 
necessary ;  and  I  am  not  aware  that  this 
type  of  case  has  been  fully  provided  for. 
With  the  final  hint  about  the  use  of  rain 
water  we  may  all  agree.  This  valuable  fluid 
is  less  esteemed  that  it  should  be.    It  is 


comfortable  for  purposes  bringing  it  int 
contact  with  the  skin,  and  economical  whe 
it  entails  the  addition  of  soap.  There  is  on 
"but"  in  the  case — the  water  butt  me 
tioned  in  the  concluding  lines  of  the  articl 
The  cost  of  installing  anything  of  the  ki" 
where  it  does  not  exist  is  at  present  fo' 
midable ;  and  the  "life"  of  a  second-han 
specimen  is  likely  to  be  an  unknow 
quantity,  even  if  the  intending  purchaser  ' 
fortunate  enough  to  procure  one.

Health  on  this  vital  matter  is  desirable, 
trust  that  it  will  be  made.    The  oth 
speakers  at  the   North   London  meeti 
showed  a  robust  faith  in  the  future 
pharmacy  that  is  heartening.

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TONIC  WINE  TEST  CASE 


tVHETHER  Hall's  wine  is  "a  substance 
•ecommended  as  a  medicine  "  was  queried  in 
m  action  before  Mr.  Justice  Atkinson  in 
;he  King's  Bench  Division  of  the  High 
"ourt,  London,  on  October  5.  The  plaintiffs 
vere  Mr.  John  Cyril  Nairne  and  Mr.  Noel 
spencer  Nairne,  and  the  defendants  were 
Stephen  Smith  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Bow,  pro- 
)rietors  of  Hall's  wine,  and  the  Pharma- 
;eutical  Society  of  Great  Britain.  A 
leclaration  that  Hall's  wine  consists  of  or 
;omprises  a  substance  recommended  as  a 
nedicine  was  claimed  by  the  plaintiffs,  who 
lIso  asked  for  an  injunction  restraining  the 
;ompany  from  selling  Hall's  wine  unless 
here  is  written  on  the  container  or  label 
he  appropriate  designation  and  quantita- 
ive  particulars  of  the  constituents  or 
ngredients  of  the  wine. 

^  Friendly  Action 

Mr.  Percy  Lamb,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said 
hat  the  action  involved  the  consideration 
,nd  interpretation  of  Sectiqn  17  of  the 
^harmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941.  It  was 
,  friendly  test  action  brought  by  the 
)lainti£Es,  shareholders  in  Stephen  Smith  & 
'o.,  Ltd.,  to  test  the  question  whether  or 
lot  certain  requirements  of  the  Act  ought 
o  be  observed  by  the  company.  They  were 
,nxious  to  know  what  the  law  was,  and 
hat  it  should  be  decided  in  that  Court 
ather  than  that  there  should  be  a  prosecu- 
ion  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Mr. 
^amb  read  the  words  on  the  label  on 
)ottles  of  Hall's  wine  and  said  that  it  was 
[escribed  as  a  "  tonic  beverage  for  giving  new 
ife  in  all  run-down  conditions."  Another 
entence  on  the  label  read  "  For  fifty  years 
loctors  have  recommended  Hall's  wine  for 
ts  assistance  in  convalescence  after  serious 
llness."  A  member  of  the  public  reading 
hose  words  would  understand,  Mr.  Lamb 
ubmitted,  that  Hall's  wine  was  suitable 
or  curing  lassitude  after  illness,  and  that  it 
vas  a  tonic.  The  ordinary,  natural  meaning 
)f  the  words  was,  he  contended,  that  Hall's 
vine  was  a  medicine  within  the  meaning 
>f  Section  17  of  the  Act. 

Mr.  Blanco  White,  K.C.,  for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  said  that  they  regarded 
he  case  as  of  considerable  importance,  as 
t  was  the  first  time  that  Section  17  of  the 
id  had  been  judicially  considered,  and  by 
tatute  they  had  imposed  on  them  the  duty 
>f  enforcing  this  legislation.  In  the  patent 
nedicine  world  there  was  a  great  deal  of 
aoney  involved,  and  the  pecuniary  interests 


were  important.  The  intention  of  the 
statute  was  clear,  and  it  was  that,  instead 
of  there  being  patent-medicine  stamps,  the 
public  should  be  told  the  contents  of  a 
medicine  and,  with  exceptions,  it  should 
be  sold  only  by  competent  persons  as 
described  in  the  Act. 

Dr.  Philip  Hamill,  aconsulting  physician, 
gave  evidence  describing  tonics  as  sub- 
stances which  produced  a  feeling  of  vigour 
and  tended  to  disperse  a  feeling  of  exhaus- 
tion such  as  was  common  during  and  after 
illness.  The  majority  of  them  acted  by 
increasing  appetite  and  relish  for  food. 
When  Mr.  Justice  Atkinson  remarked 
"That  is  an  excellent  description  of  a 
whisky  and  soda,"  Dr.  Hamill  disagreed, 
and  said  that  to  some  people  a  whisky  and 
soda  was  distasteful. 

Drink  or  Medicine 

Mr.  A.  T.  Denning,  K.C.,  for  the  defendant 
company,  said  that  the  case  was-  a  typical 
one  governing  many  others.  He  mentioned 
that  his  clients  were  paying  the  costs  of  all 
the  parties,  and  he  expressed  gratitude  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  their  co- 
operation. In  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines 
Act,  a  substance  recommended  as  a  medi- 
cine was  defined  as  a  substance  referred  to 
in  terms  which  were  calculated  to  lead  to 
the  use  of  the  substanace  for  the  prevention 
or  treatment  of  any  ailment,  infirmity  or 
injury  affecting  the  human  body,  and 
counsel  submitted  that  conditions  like 
"tired,"  "run  down"  and  "convalescent" 
mentioned  on  Hall's  wine  labels  could  not 
properly  be  described  as  any  ailment, 
infirmity  or  injury.  For  fifty  years  Hall's 
wine  had  been  known  as  a  beverage,  and 
the  words  "tonic  beverage"  were  a  definite 
indication  that  the  wine  was  intended  to 
be  used  as  a  drink  and  not  as  a  medicine. 

Evidence  was  given  by  Mr.  Redit  Gani- 
ford,  joint  managing  director  of  Stephen 
Smith  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  in  cross-examination 
by  Mr.  Blanco  White  he  stated  that 
companies  selling  tonic  wines  had  consulted 
about  this  matter.  Asked  why  the  defendant 
company  dislike  putting  on  the  label  the 
constituents  of  Hall's  wine,  Mr.  Ganiford 
replied  that  they  did  not  wish  the  wine  to 
be  classed  as  a  medicine.  They  desired 
that  the  formula  should  remain  a  trade 
secret. 

Reserving  his  judgment,  Mr.  Justice 
Atkinson  said  that  he  hoped  to  deliver  it 
soon. 
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LEGAL  REPORTS 


Failure  to  Renew  Licence. — The  Shrop- 
shire Farmers,  Ltd.,  Roushill,  Shrewsbury, 
were  summoned  at  Shrewsbury  PoHce  Court 
on  September  29  for  selhng  poison,  an 
organic  compound  of  mercury,  to  Horace 
R.  Barratt,  he  not  being  known  to  them  as 
a  person  to  whom  the  poison  could  properly 
be  sold.  They  were  also  summoned  for 
selling  a  compound  of  mercury  included  in 
Part  II  of  the  Poisons  List  when  their  name 
was  not  entered  on  the  list  of  the  Salop 
County  Couiicil.  Mr.  H.  Birchenall,  chief 
inspector  of  weights  and  measures  for  the 
Salop  County  Council,  prosecuting,  said 
Barratt,  who  was  an  inspector,  was  sent 
down  because  the  defendants  had  been 
listed  sellers,  but  they  had  not  renewed  the 
licence.  A  notice  was  sent  to  them  stating 
that  they  had  been  deleted  from  the  list 
for  non-payment  of  their  fees.  They  sent 
a  messenger  with  5s.,  but  the  charge  was 
7s.  6d.  and  their  licence  was  not  renewed. 
It  had  since  been  renewed.  A  fine  of  £z  los. 
was  imposed  in  each  case. 

Stolen  Glycerin. — At  Manchester  Quarter 
Sessions,  on  October  2,  James  A.  H.  Lee, 
Sydney  W.  Ralphs  and  George  Lomax  were 
charged  with  stealing  a  quantity  of  glycerin, 
belonging  to  the  Ministry  of  Supply.  Gilbert 
Parker,  manager  of  Bibby  &  Baron,  Ltd., 
New  Bridge  Mills,  Bury  (where  Lomax  and 
Ralphs  were  employed),  was  charged  with 
receiving.  Lee  pleaded  guilty  and  the  other 
three  not  guilty.  It  was  stated  by  the 
prosecution  that  Lee  was  employed  by  a 
firm  of  haulage  contractors  in  driving 
tankers  of  glycerin.  Ralphs,  after  dis- 
cussing with  Lee  the  possibility  of  obtaining 
glycerin,  spoke  to  Parker,  and  a  sum  of  5s. 
a  gallon  was  mentioned.  The  Government, 
buying  in  bulk,  paid  7s.  4^-d.  a  gallon.  It 
was  alleged  that  Parker  asked  Reginald  B. 
Warne,  analytical  chemist,  employed  by 
Bibby  &  Baron,  if  he  wanted  any  glycerin 
for  his  department,  but  Warne  said  that 
he  did  not.  Parker,  said  counsel,  then  sent 
for  a  traveller  named  Marshall,  and  asked 
him  if  he  could  do  with  any  at  6s.  a  gallon. 
Marshall  agreed  to  take  the  glycerin,  which 
was  afterwards  bought  and  sold  several 
times.  On  July  11,  500  gallons  was  passed 
on  and  Marshall  sold  it  to  a  man  named 
Robinson.  It  was  afterwards  transferred 
to  a  Manchester  firm.  On  July  25  a  further 
500  gallons  was  obtained.  Marshall  was 
again  prepared  to  buy,  and  he  sold  it  to 
Robinson,  by  whom  it  was  transferred  to  a 
third  party,  who  sold  it  in  small  lots. 


On  the  completion  of  the  case  for  the 
prosecution  the  Recorder,  Mr.  Noel  B. 
Goldie,  K.C.,  said  it  had  been  laid  down 
that  a  person  who  negotiated  goods  which 
he  did  not  know  to  be  stolen  could  not  be 
convicted  of  receiving  unless  it  could  be 
proved  he  had  been  in  actual  possession  of 
them.  Assuming  Parker  knew  the  glycerin 
to  have  been  stolen,  he  could  not  be  con- 
victed unless  he  had  been  in  possession  or 
control  of  it,  and  he  (the  Recorder)  could 
find  no  evidence  of  this.  He  was  a  negotiator 
but  that  did  not  mean  he  knew  the  glycerin 
to  have  been  stolen.  Acting  on  the  Re- 
corder's direction,  the  jury  returned  a 
formal  verdict  of  not  guilty,  and  Parker 
was  discharged.  Ralphs  and  Lomax  were 
found  guilty.  Ralphs  and  Lee  were  sen- 
tenced to  six  months'  hard  labour  and 
Lomax  to  four  months'. 

Unlawful  Sale  of  Poison. — In  the  Dublin 
District  Court,  before  Mr.  Mangan,  D.J.,  on 
September  29,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland  summoned  F.  W.  Woolworth  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  Henry  Street  and  Grafton  Street, 
Dublin,  with  having  on  May  30  and  June  2, 
1942,  at  each  of  those  premises  contravened 
Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  (Amend- 
ment Act),  1890  by  selling  through  an 
unqualified  person  a  preparation  known  as 
"Sure  Slug  and  Snail  Killer"  containing 
poison.  There  were  four  further  summonses 
for  selling  this  poison  in  a  packet  which  had 
not  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller,  and 
a  third  set  of  four  summonses  for  a  breach 
of  Section  i  of  the  Arsenic  Act  by  failing 
to  enter  in  the  appropriate  book  particulars 
of  the  sale  of  the  slug  killer,  which  contained 
arsenic.  Mr.  J.  W.  Lane,  who  appeared  for 
Messrs.  Woolworth,  said  he  pleaded  guilty 
to  a  technical  offence  in  all  the  cases.  In 
the  original  packets  of  slug  killer  sold  to  his 
company  by  the  manufacturers  there  was 
no  arsenic,  but  the  manufacturers  altered 
the  composition  of  the  product  and  included 
arsenic  without  informing  them.  He  under- 
stood an  arsenical  salt  of  copper  was 
substituted  for  copper  sulphate.  Immedi- 
ately their  attention  was  drawn  to  the 
matter  they  withdrew  the  slug  killer  from 
sale.  Mr.  John  J.  Gaynor,  who  appeared 
for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  submitted 
that  there  was  great  carelessness  bn  the  part 
of  Messrs.  Woolworth  in  the  matter.  The 
packets  on  sale  were  stamped  "Poison," 
and  action  was  only  taken  by  them  after  the 
visit  of  the  inspector  of  the  Society.  There 
were  seventy-two  dozen  of  these  packets 
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pplied  to  the  Henry  Street  branch,  and 
cty  dozen  to  the  Grafton  Street  branch, 
le  of  the  packets  purchased  by  the 
jpector  when  analysed  was  found  to 
atain  enough  arsenic  to  kill  three 
ople.  It  was  very  necessary  in  the  public 
;erest  that  there  should  be  some  super- 
lion  over  the  sale  of  arsenic.  Packets  sold 
this  way  without  the  name  and  address 
the  seller  and  particulars  entered  by  the 
idor  could  not  be  traced  in  the  event  of 
y  inquiry.  The  Justice  imposed  a  fine 
£i  each  on  the  four  summonses  for 
;ach  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  a  fine  of 
;h  on  the  four  summonses  for  selling  the 
jparation  without  the  name  and  address 
the  seller,  and  {^y  each  on  the  four  sum- 
>nses  for  a  breach  of  the  Arsenic  Act,  or 
al  fines  of  ^i6.  In  addition  the  Justice 
3wed  ys.  analysts'  expenses,  and 
\  1 8s.  coststo  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
icitor.

One  hundred  years  ago,  Thomas  Beecham,  a 
chemist  of  Wigan,  commenced  the  business 
which  still  bears  his  name.  From  lowly  begin- 
nings the  story  of  Beechams  Pills  has  become 
one  of  the  romances^  of  proprietary  medicines 


Thomas  Beecham  (1820-1907) 


THE  scene  is  the  market  place  of 
Wigan,  in  the  county  of  Lancashire, 
about  the  year  1842.  Thomas 
Beecham,  a  chemist  of  that  town,  may  be 
found  selling  his  pills  to  the  good  folk  of 
Wigan  from  beneath  the  shelter  of  an 
immense  umbrella.  He  is  a  kindly,  simple- 
living  man,  believing  fervently  in  the 
efficacy  of  his  own  remedy,  and  depending 
solely  for  its  advertisement  on  the  recom- 
mendations of  his  customers.  In  such  a 
lowly  and  almost  insignificant  setting, 
commenced  the  business  now  known  the 
world  over  as  one  of  the  largest  and  most 
progressive  concerns  of  its  kind. 

Early  Days 

Thomas  Beecham  first  saw  the  light  of  day 
at  the  village  of  Curbridge,  in  Oxfordshire, 
in  1820.  At  about  eight  years  of  age  he 
went  to  tend  the  cattle  in  the  fields,  and  in 
this  vocation  he  first  learnt  something 
about  drugs  and  medicines,  part  of  his 
duties  being  to  treat  the  animals  under  his 
care.  At  about  twenty  he  decided  to 
change  his  occupation,  and  transferred 
his  activities  to  industrial  Lancashire. 
Confident  in  the  excellence  of  his  pill 
formula,  he  depended  almost  entirely  on 
the  recommendations  of  his  customers  to 
further  his  business,  consistently  refusing 
to  advertise  his  wares  in  any  more  direct 
manner.  He  changed  his  business  address 
from  Wigan  to  St.  Helens  in.  1858,  and 
early  in  the  'sixties  the  pills  had  already 
become  widely  known.  His  famous  slogan 
"Worth  a  Guinea  a  Box"  was  perhaps,  at 
this  early  stage  of  his  business,  worth  more 
to  him  than  many  an  expensive  advertising 
campaign.  Some  doubt  exists'  regarding  the 


origin  of  the  phrase,   but  the  followii 
account,  taken  from  Brockbank's  "  Histoi 
of  St.  Helens,"  published  in  1896,  may  w< 
be  the  accurate  version.   According  to  th 
account,  a  Mrs.  Ellen  Butler,  a  lady  of  go( 
family  and  business  aptitude,  became 
purchaser    of    Mr.    Beecham's    pills.  J 
enthusiastic    did    she    become    over  tl 
virtues  of  the  pills  that  she  is  reputed

No  Mean  Business 

With  the  passing  of 
the  years,  the  popu- 
larity of  Mr.  Beech- 
am's pills  increased 
to  such  a  degree  that 
the  inventor  was 
obliged  to  give  up 
their  retail  sale  and 
devote  himself  entirely 
to  the  manufacturing 
side,  abandoning  at 
the  same  time  his  de- 
cision not  to  advertise. 
Even  in  those  early 
days,  his  business  was 
of  no  mean  account,  as 
the  following  story  will 
serve  to  illustrate.  It

tialities  of  the  business,  threw  himself  with 
great  energy  into  the  conduct  of  affairs, 
and  by  pursuing  an  advertising  policy  with 
characteristic  thoroughness  raised  it  almost 
to  the  level  of  an  art.    Joseph  Beecham, 
under  whose  brilliant  guidance  the  business 
of  Beechams  Pills  made  rapid  progress,  was 
born    at   Wigan  in 
1848.     Although  a 
firm  believer  in  ad- 
vertising, and  at  that 
time    probably  one 
of  the    biggest  ad- 
vertisers in  the  world, 
he   had   an  intense 
aversion  to  the  lime- 
light so  far  as  his 
personal  affairs  were 
concerned.  He  would 
never  allow  a  photo- 
graph of  himself  to 
be  published,  prefer- 
ring the  public  eye 
to  be  fixed   on  his 
product  rather  than 
on  himself.  That  the 
advertising  policy 
pursued   by  Joseph 
Beecham    was  a

one  is  evident  by  his  own  dis- 
closure in  1 91 3  before  the 
Select  Committee  on  Patent 
Medicines,  when  he  declared 
■that  something  like  a  million 
pills  a  day,  or  fifty  tons  a 
year,  were  being  sold  at  that 
time,  involving  a  turnover  of 
about  ;^36o,ooo  a  year.  Joseph 
Beecham'  was  a  man  of  phil- 
anthropic disposition,  his  gifts 
including  one  of  ;^30,ooo  to 
the  Bedford  College  for 
Women.  His  great  devotion 
to  music  caused  him  in  1909 
to  devote  a  sum  of  ^200,000 
for  the  promotion  of  British 
national  opera.  He  maintained 
all  through  his  life  an  attach- 
ment to  his  native  town,  be- 
coming a  member  of  its 
Council  and  serving  three 
times  as  mayor.  He  was 
knighted  in  191 2  and  created 
baronet  two  years  later.  His

'  For  eight  years  following 
the  death  of  Sir  Joseph 
Beecham,  the  great  business 
which  he  had  built  up  was 
carried  on  by  his  execu- 
tors, but  in  1924  the  ac^- 
ministration  of  his  estate 
led  to  the  formation  of 
Beecham  Estates  and  Pills, 
Ltd.,  comprising  the  busi- 
ness of  Beecham 's  Pills  and 
the  Covent  Garden  estates 
which  had  been  acquired 
by  Sir  Joseph  Beecham  in 
1914.  In  1928  the  Covent 
Garden  Estates  were  separated  from,  the 
pill, business,  and  a  company  formed  under 
the  present  title  of  Beechams  Pills,  Ltd. 
The  company  has  a  controlling  interest  in 
the  Veno  Drug  Co.,  Ltd. ;  Yeast-Vite,  Ltd.  ; 
Eno  Proprietaries,  Ltd. ;  Prichard  &  Con- 
stance (Manufacturing),  Ltd. ;  A.  F.  Sherley 
&  Co.,  Ltd. ;  Macleans,  Ltd. ;  and  other 
companies.  |  The  chairman  is  Mr.  Philip 
Ernest  Hill,  with  Mr.  Louis  Nicholas,  J. P., 
as  vice-chairman;  Mr.  J.  Stanley  Holmes, 
M.P.,  is  managing  director,  with  nine  other 
directors. 

From  the  small  quantities  of  Beechams 
pills  sold  in  the  St.  Helens  market  place  by 
the  founder  of  the  business  to  the  huge 
modern  plant  now  turning  out  millions  of 
pills  and  other  products  in  a  continuous 
stream  is  a  journey  of  high  endeavour  and 
business  acumen,  coupled  with  not  a  little 
genius  in  the  art  of  advertising.  The  basic 
fact  underlying  the  success  of  this  organisa- 
tion, however,  is  undoubtedly  the  efficacy 
of  the  product  concerned,  for  by  no  other 
means  could  the  goodwill  of  the  public 
have  been  built  up  and  maintained  over 
so  many  years.  Methods  of  manufacture 
have  been  altered  from  time  to  time  to 
meet  increased  demands  in  production  and 
to  incorporate  the  use  of  npw  machinery, 
but  the  product  has  remained  essentially 
the  same,  a  little  rounder,  perhaps,  and  a

shade  more  elegantly  finished,  but  still 
Beecham 's  pills  as  sold  by  the  founder  one 
hundred  years  ago. 

Modern  Factory  at  St.  Helens 

The  St.  Helens  factory,  situated  in 
Westfield  Street,  was  erected  in  1887,  the 
year  of  Queen  Victoria's 
Jubilee,  and  was  extended 
in  1935.  The  extension, 
described  at  the  time  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
(May  30,  1936,  p.  629),  was 
so  carried  out  as  to  tone 
with  the  older  portion  of 
the  building,  while  embody- 
ing modern  principles  of 
construction.  Inside  the 
factory  strictly  hygienic 
conditions  obtain,  all  the 
girl  operatives  wearing 
spotless  white.  Each  room  • 
is  equipped  with  radio,  an 
amenity  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  work-people.  From 
the  original  pill  mass  the 
product  is  passed  through 
Colton  pill-making  machin- 
ery which,  by  an  efficient 
system  of  selection,  accepts  in  the  final 
stage  only  those  pills  of  correct  shape  and

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weight.  The  finished  pills  are  further 
examined  by  operatives  skilled  in  this 
work,  prior  to  setting  aside  in  order  to 
acquire  a  satisfactory  degree  of  hardness. 
The  pills  are  packed  into  the  familiar 
boxes,  either  by  means  of  an  ingenious 
counter,  or  are  wrapped  in  the  well-known 
twists    by    automatic    machinery.  Long

production  lines  are  used  for  labelling, 
packing,  etc.  Another  process  carried  out 
at  the  St.  Helens  works  by  the  aid  of 
modern  machinery  is  the  folding  of 
millions  of  Beechams  powders,  now  a  ready 
seller  in  most  pharmacies.  The  powders 
are  prepared  in  nickel-plated  mixers  in 
a  roopi  set  aside  for  the  purpose,  and  are 
weighed  by  means  of  a  battery  of  electric- 
ally-operated weighing  machines,  each  in 
charge  of  an  operator  who  folds  the  powders 
and  by  a  flick  of  the  wrist  drops  them  in 
quick  succession  on  the  endless  band 
beneath  the  apparatus.  The  powders  are 
then  boxed  and  finished  and  finally  packed 
in  outers  ready  for  dispatch. 

All  the  operations  described  above  are, 
of  course,  subject  to  strict  analytical  con- 
trol. The  analytical  laboratory  is  spacious 
and  well  equipped,  and  the  staff  is  capable 
of  exercising  general  supervision  over  all 
the  technical  activities  of  the  factory. 
Welfare  rooms  are,  of  course,  provided, 
and  there  are  ample  safeguards  to  ensure 
the  'health  and  safety  of  the  operatives.

H      Professional  Conduct 

HE  text  of  the  Canadian  code  of  ethics 
Lven  below  will  be  read  with  interest  by 
harmacists  in  this  country  and  compared 
dth  the  "statement  upon  matters  of 
rofessional  conduct"  issued  by  the  Council 
f  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain. 

"  Know  all  men  by  these  presents :   That  I 

 in  acknowledgment 

f  my  debt  to  those  who  have  through  countless 
ges  past  laboured  well  and  striven  long  to 
lake  the  practice  of  pharmacy  an  honourable 
nd  beneficent  one  do  now  resolve  to  uphold 
he  ancient  traditions  and  prestige  of  pharmacy 
or  the  benefit  of  my  successors  and  the  common 
zeal:  In  token  whereof  I  have  subscribed  to 
his  code  of  ethics  of  the  Canadian  Pharma- 
eutical  Association,  Inc.,  clearly  understanding 
hat  each  of  the  hereinafter  clauses  constitutes 
I  solemn  promise  to  be  kept  faithfully  for  as 
ong  as  I  shall  practise  the  profession  of 
)harmacy. 

I  promise  and  pledge  my  word :  that  I 
vill  co-operate  with  my  confreres  in  all  things 
ending  to  the  betterment  of  the  art  and 
nystery  of  pharmacy  and  the  welfare  of  its 
practitioners ;  that  I  will,  with  benevolence  in 
ny  heart,  treat  all  my  fellow  pharmacists, 
•vhatever  their  external  relationship  to  me  may 
DC,  as  I  would  that  they  should  treat  me ;  that 
[  will  work  for  the  attainment  of  greater  unity 
and  efficiency  in  the  profession,  to  that  end 
keeping  myself  informed  of^  all  advances  made 
in  pharmaceutical  practice,  insofar  as  may  be 
reasonably  expected  of  me;  that  I  will  en- 
deavour, both  by  practice  and  by  precept,  to 
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inculcate  in  the  minds  of  those  to  whom  I  may 
be  called  upon  to  impart  the  secrets  of  my  art 
and  craft  the  highest  ideals  of  service ;  and  that 
I  will  be  ever  loyal  to,  and  active  in  my  support 
of  those  Pharmaceutical  Associations  under 
whose  asgis  I  may  be  practising. 

Respect  for  Kindred  Professions 

That  I  will  honour  the  kindred  professions 
and  respect  their  members,  striving  to  maintain 
the  dignity  of  my  own  calling,  doing  or  saying 
nothing  derogatory  to  myself  or  to  my  bre- 
thren ;  that  I  will  advocate,  whenever  oppor- 
tunity and  conscience  afford,  the  advantages 
of  official  and  non-official  remedies  and  formu- 
lae; that  I  will  never  infringe  upon  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  those  professions  as  by  Law 
and  immemorial  custom  established ;  that  I 
will  hold  inviolably  sacred  all  secrets  imparted 
to  me  by  a  medical  practitioner  or  his  patient 
in  the  exercise  of  my  vocation  ;  that  I  will  never 
divulge  to  a  patient  or  another  physician  the 
contents  or  purpose  of  any  prescription  without 
the  author's  express  consent ;  and  that,  as 
is  my  paramount  duty  so  to  do,  I  will  compound 
or  dispense  all  prescriptions  faithfully  and 
accurately,  exhibiting  the  specified  medication 
in  the  best  form  in  which  it  is  capable  of  being 
rendered  by  the  use  of  pharmaceutical  art 
and  skill.  That  I  will  be  dignified,  courteous, 
sympathetic  and  honourable  in  all  my  dealings 
with  the  public,  remembering  that  my  profes- 
sional contacts  with  it  are  most  likely  to  be 
when  persons  are  under  stress  of  pain,  worry,  or 
grief ;  that,  therefore,  I  will  not  exploit  their 
urgent  need  for  my  own  undue  enrichment ; 
but  that,  nevertheless,  I  will  be  mindful  to  place 
a  fair  assessment  upon  the  value  of  the  services 
I  render  to  the  community  and  to  obtain  for  my 
skill  and  knowledge  their  just  remuneration. 

That,  as  a  good  citizen  should,  I  will  obey 
the  laws  of  the  realm,  especially  observing  not 
only  the  letter,  but  the  spirit  also,  of  all  legisla- 
tion affecting  the  practice  of  pharmacy ;  that 
I  will  never  sell  any  drug  or  device  unless  I  am 
satisfied  beyond  the  peradventure  of  a  doubt 
that  it  is  to  be  used  tor  a  lawful  purpose,  and 
that  I  may  both  morally  and  legally  effect  such 
a  sale.  In  confirmation  of  these  solemn  promises, 
made  with  the  fullest  intention  of  so  ordering 
my  life  and  conduct  in  such  a  manner  as  shall 
most  bring  honour  to  myself  and  to  Canadian 
pharmacy ;  and  in  the  firm  resolve  to  keep  a 
clear  conscience  toward  God  and  man,  I  hereto 
set  my  hand." 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Canadian  code 
is  of  more  general  character  than  the  British. 
The  specific  nature  of  the  latter  not  only 
enables  a  charge  of  unprofessional  conduct 
to  be  substantiated  or  rebutted  more  easily, 
but  may  furnish  a  guide  for  the  Statutory 
Committee  in  cases  of  doubt  as  to  how  an 
accused  person  should  have  acted.  Many 
pharmacists  think  the  British  code  is  too 
narrowly  drawn  up  for  the  professional 
standard  they  have  in  mind. 
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U.S.  Cosmetic  Control 

By  comparison  with  the  Limitation  of 
Supphes  Order  in  this  country  the  Govern- 
ment Limitation  Order  L-171  recently  issued 
by  the  War  Production  Board  of  the  United 
States  may  seem  to  impose  a  very  mild  con- 
trol upon  cosmetic  manufacturers. 

Briefly,  the  field  of  cosmetics  has  been 
subdivided  into  categories  according  to 
their  content  of  "critical"  materials.  There 
are  three  lists.  In  the  first  are  included  .pre- 
parations containing  no  "critical"  material. 
On  these  there  is  no  restriction  of  quantity 
produced  or  sizes  offered.  The  preparations 
in  this  list  are  baby  and  talcum  powders  con- 
taining neither  zinc  nor  titanium  dioxide ; 
eye  washes  containing  no  organic  materials  ; 
shaving  creams,  soaps  or  liquids  and  soap 
shampoos  containing  no  coconut  oil,  alcohol 
or  added  glycerin ;  and  liquid,  paste  or 
powder  tooth  cleansers  containing  no 
alcohol,  glycerin,  coconut-oil  derivatives  or 
wetting  agents. 

The  second  list  covers  preparations  which 
contain  ' '  critical ' '  material  but  not  in  suffici- 
ent proportion  to  warrant  severe  restriction 
at  present.  Production  of  these  commodities 
is  allowed  to  continue  at  100  per  cent,  of  the 
1941  level  (which  is  taken  as  the  "basic" 
period  for  the  Order),  but  distribution  is 
limited  to  90  per  cent,  of  the  1941  "market- 
able units."  These  are  defined  as  "any 
single  jar,  bottle,  tube,  holder  or  other 
container  containing  a  toiletry  or  cosmetic 
product  which  is  suitable  for  marketing." 
The  intention,  it  appears,  is  to  restrict  the 
use  of  containers,  and  it  may  seem  odd  that 
the  same  limitation  is  not  applied  to 
preparations  in  List  i.  Actually  the  listing 
is  calculated  to  effect  economies  in  the 
"critical"  raw  materials  by  the  subtle 
method  of  including  all  the  items  in  List  i, 
but  with  other  constituents,  in  List  2.  The 
manufacturer  thus  finds  it  to  his  advantage 
to  concsntrate  on  products  made  with 
non-" critical"  materials,  which  are  un- 
restricted. The  full  list  is  as  follows: — 

Bath  powder  (containing  zinc  or  ti- 
tanium oxide)  ;  bath  salts  ;  brilliantine  ; 
cleansing  cream  ;  cleansing  lotion  (non- 
alcoholic) ;  compact  for  wet  application  ; 
cosmetic  stockings  ;  cuticle  softener  (con- 
taining no  sulphonated  oils)  ;  deodorant 
and  anti-perspirant ;  depilatory  ;  eau  de 


Cologne  ;  eyebrow  pencil ;  eyeshadow ; 
eye  wash  (containing  organic  materials) ; 
face  and  hand  lotion ;  face  pack ;  face 
powder ;  hair  dye  and  tint ;  hair  lotion 
(non-alcoholic)  ;  hair  oil ;  hair  pomade  ; 
hair  rinse  ;  hair  straightener ;  lip  pomade  ; 
lipstick  ;  lubricating  cream  ;  mascara  ; 
nail-polish  paste  (containing  no  tin  oxide) ; 
nail-polish  powder  (containing  no  tin 
oxide)  ;  perfume ;  permanent-waving 
lotion ;  powder,  cream  paste  and  liquid 
(including  blemish  concealer)  ;  protective 
cream ;  rouge ;  shampoo  (containing 
coconut  oil,  alcohol  or  added  glycerin)  ; 
shaving  cream,  soap  or  liquid  (containing 
coconut  oil,  alcohol  or  added  glycerin) ; 
suntan  preparation  ;  theatrical  make-up ; 
toilet  powder  (including  after-shave,  bath, 
body,  dusting  and  sachet  powder,  and 
talcum  powder  containing  zinc  or  ti- 
tanium oxide)  ;  toilet  water ;  tooth 
cleanser  (containing  alcohol,  glycerin, 
coconut  oil  derivatives,  or  wetting  agents) ; 
waveset. 

The  third  list  is  of  preparations  that 
contain  a  greater  amount  of  "critical" 
materials.  Such  products  are  subjected  to 
limitations  to  80  per  cent,  of  the  1941 
production  and  72  per  cent,  of  the  market- 
able units.  In  this  list  are  : — 

After-shave  lotion ;  astringent ;  bath 
milk  ;  bath  oil ;  bleach  cream  and  lotion 
(including  freckle  remover) ;  body  rub ; 
bubble  bath ;  cleansing  lotion  (alcoholic) ; 
cuticle  softener  (containing  sulphonated 
oils)  ;  eyelash  curler ;  hair  lacquer ;  hair 
lotion  (alcoholic)  ;  lash  and  brow  dye ; 
liquid  lip  colour ;  mouth  wash ;  nail 
bleach ;  nail  enamel ;  nail-enamel  re- 
mover ;  nail-polish  paste  (containing  tin 
oxide)  ;  nail-polish  powder  (containing 
tin  oxide)  ;  plucking  cream  ;  skin  fresh- 
ener ;  tooth  whitener  ;  any  other  toiletry 
or  cosmetic  product  not  included  in 
Lists  I  and  2  above. 

It  will  be  seen  that  this  list  includes  some 
of  the  preparations  that  appear  in  List  2. 
Where  this  occurs,  the  manufacturer  is  not 
permitted  to  produce  or  supply  a  greater 
total  of  preparations  of  both  compositions 
than  would  be  permitted  to  him  under 
List  2  alone.  Products  that  have  not  been 
manufactured  and  offered  for  sale  during 
the  year  immediately  preceding  the  issue  of 
the  Order  are  not  allowed  to  be  manufac- 
tured. Another  list  limits  each  toiletry  or 
cosmetic,  except  perfume,  to  not  more  than 
three  consumer  sizes  of  containers.  Each 
variety  of  perfume  is  permitted  four  sizes.

It  was  resolved  that 
tie  standards  should  not  be  retrospective, 
ut  that  all  existing  C.F.  products  should 
e  examined  when  the  present  agreements 
pired  to  ascertain  whether  they  reached 
e  required  standards.  To  acquaint  pro- 
ective  C.F.  manufacturers  with  the 
3quirements,  the  propaganda  committee 
as  instructed  to  prepare  a  prospectus 
;tting  out  the  objects  and  aims  of  the 
hemists'  Friends  Association,  together 
ith  a  broad  outline  of  the  standards 
quired  by  the  council  before  a  product 
mid  be  accepted  for  inclusion  in  the  C.F. 
5t.  It  was  also  resolved  that  the  standards 
)mmittee  should  continue  to  meet  before 
tch  meeting  of  the  council  to  examine 
ich  application  for  admission  to  the  C.F. 
at  and  to  submit  its  recommendations  to 
le  council.  The  council  reserved  for  itself 
le  right  of  deciding  whether  or  not  any 
pplication  should  be  accepted  or  rejected. 

pplications  Dealt  With 

Three  applications  from  manufacturers 
)r  the  inclusion  of  their  products  in 
le  C.F.  list  were  considered.  One  was 
:cepted  subject  to  a  slight  modification  of 
rms ;  a  second  was  not  accepted ;  and 
le  third  was  referred  for  consideration  by 
e  standards  committee.  A  maifufacturer's 
plication  for  the  addition  of  a  further 
oduct  to  the  schedule  of  an  existing 
^reement  was  not  approved.  Two  whole- 
tiers  applied  for  the  addition  of  their 
ames  to  the  list  of  approved  distributors ; 
;ither  was  accepted.  Amended  retail 
ncss  and  trade  terms  submitted  by  Glaxo 


Laboratories,  Ltd.,  in  respect  of  Gstomalt 
were  approved.  Twenty-five  applications 
were  received  for  maintenance  of  supplies 
of  C.F.  products  to  businesses  temporarily 
converted  into  drug  stores  owing  to  war 
conditions.    Twenty-three  were  approved. 

Amendments  to  Manufacturers'  Agreement 

The  council  approved  certain  amendments 
to  the  manufacturers'  agreement  to  give 
effect  to  decisions  to  continue  to  supply  C.F. 
products  to  businesses  conducted  as  drug 
stores  for  the  war  period,  and  decisions  to 
limit  the  products  covered  by  a  manufac- 
turer's agreement  to  those  which  conformed 
to  the  requirements  of  the  standards  com- 
mittee. It  was  resolved  that  the  annual 
meeting  of  C.F.  manufacturers  should  be 
held  during  the  month  of  November. 

PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

Insulin  Prices. — Mr.  Tinker  asked  the 
Minister  of  Health,  on  October  i,  whether 
he  was  aware  of  the  hardship  caused  to 
diabetic  patients  by  the  increased  prices 
of  insulin  and  needles,  and  whether  he 
'  woiald  consider  means  to  prevent  increased 
prices  so  as  to  place  these  goods  within 
reach  of  all  who  needed  them. 

The  Minister  of  Health  (Mr.  Ernest 
Brown)  :  I  am  aware  that  prices  have 
increased,  but  having  regard  to  the  free 
provision  of  insulin,  and  the  necessary 
appliances  for  administering  it,  under  the 
National  Health  Insurance  and  public- 
assistance  schemes,  I  do  not  think  that 
there  is  a  case  for  any  special  measures 
to  prevent  any  increases  which  may  be 
warranted  by  the  conditions  of  production. 

Ucal  Prosecution. — Mr.  Thorne  asked  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  Septem- 
ber 29  whether  he  could  give  any  informa- 
tion about  the  charges  made  against  the 
United  Chemists'  Association,  Ltd.,  Chel- 
tenham, on  September  15,  for  exceeding 
the  quota  of  cosmetics,  toilet  preparations, 
and  fancy  goods ;  and  what  action  he 
intended  taking  about  the  matter. 

Mr.  Dalton :  For  exceeding  its  quota  the 
United  Chemists'  Association,  Ltd.,  was 
fined  ;^9,oooand  ordered  to  pay  100  guineas 
costs.  A  director  was  fined  £450,  another 
director  £j5,  and  the  secretary  £150.  For 
recklessly  furnishing  false  returns  the 
company  was  fined  ^200  and  the  secretary 
£100.  I  do  not  intend  to  take  any  further 
action  in  the  matter. 
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NATIONAL  PHARMACEUTICAL  UNION 


Meetings  of  the  Executives  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  and  Chemists'  De- 
fence Association  were  held  at  4  Queen 
Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on  September  23, 
Mr.  J.  Evans  in  the  chair.  The  Chairman 
presented  Mr.  A.  Dobson  (chairman, 
1941-42)  with  the  past-chairman's  jewel; 
Mr.  Dobson  thanked  members  of  the 
Executive  for  their  support  during  his  year 
of  office.  The  Treasurer  drew  attention 
to  the  difficulties  experienced  in  maintaining 
the  full  services  of  the  Union  owing  to  the 
call-up  of  many  members  of  the  staff  for 
National  Service,  and  the  secretary  was 
authorised  to  take  such  measures  as  might 
become  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  all 
essential  services  of  the  Union. 

Ships'  Medical  Supplies 

The  Secretary  referred  to  a  new  body. 
Merchant  Navy  Supply  Association,  Ltd., 
that  had  been  formed,  with  the  authority 
and  assistance  of  the  Ministry  of  War 
Transport,  to  co-ordinate  supplies  to  the 
Merchant  Navy  and  provide  a  contracting 
unit  on  behalf  of  the  trade.  The  N.P.U. 
had  been  represented  at  a  conference 
dealing  with  ships'  medical  supplies,  and 
a  notice  had  been  circulated  to  all  members 
inviting  those  interested  in  ships'  supplies 
to  get  into  touch  with  the  secretary  so  that 
each  could  receive  full  particulars  of  the 
Association  and  its  objects. 

Blackcurrant  Preparations 

Details  were  received  of  the  proposed  new 
prices  and  trade  terms  for  blackcurrant 
syrup  and  blackcurrant  puree  fixed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food. 

Compensating  Members 

The  following  resolution  was  received 
from  the  Halifax  Branch  of  the  N.P.U.  : 
"That  the  N.P.U.  should  endeavour  to 
organise  its  own  scheme  for  compensating 
members  called  for  military  service  or 
closing  down  for  any  other  war-time 
reason."  The  Executive  felt  that  this 
matter  was  covered  by  the  Report  of  the 
Retail  Trades  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Trade. 

Air-raid  Assistance  Fund 

The  Secretary  reported  that  subscrip- 
tions were  due  for  renewal  on  September  29, 
and  notices  to  that  effect  had  been  circulated 
on  September  7.  The  amount  was  26s.  per 
shop  for  the  quarter  ending  December  25, 


with  an  indication  that  the  period  of  cove 
would  be  extended  if  claims  permitted. 

War  Distress  Fund 

The  War  Distress  Fund  Committe( 
received  the  audited  account  for  the  yea: 
to  July  31  on  September  14;  this  showec 
the  balance  in  hand  to  be  £16,^66.  N( 
further  calls  had  been  made  on  the  Func 
since  the  previous  meeting,  and  no  chang< 
was  made  in  the  allowances  already  beinj 
made.

Chemists'  Defence  Associatior 

The  directors  approved  settlements  ef- 
fected in  six  claims  that  had  been  left  ir 
the  secretary's  hands.  Of  these  the  mos1 
substantial  involved  a  payment  of  ^140  fo] 
personal  injuries  to  a  passer-by  caused  b} 
a  fall  of  guttering.  Settlements  includedy 
payrnents  of  ^35  and  £s  for  injuries  allegedll 
to  have  been  caused  by  preparations  sup- 
plied by  members.  Other  claims  arose  out 
of  minor  accidents  on  and  about  the 
premises  of  members,  such  as  tripping  over 
projections  or  defective  floor  covering,  and 
it  was  noted  that  this  type  of  claim  was 
tending  to  increase. 

Police  Court  and  Other  Cases 

It  was  reported  that  the  buying  of  goods 
without  obtaining  detailed  invoices  had  led 
to  proceedings  against  a  member.  The  case 
had  been  dealt  with  under  the  Probation 
of  Offenders  Act,  but  the  directors  con- 
sidered it  of  vital  importance  that  members 
should  observe  the  obligations  laid  on  them 
by  the  Price-controlled  Goods  (Invoices) 
Order.  Three  members  had  been  involved 
in  proceedings  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  arising  out  of  the  sale  of  non-alcoholic 
"tonic  wines";  in  two  cases  the  defence 
put  forward  on  their  behalf  had  resulted  in 
the  transfer  of  the  responsibility  to  the 
manufacturer.  In  the  third,  a  fine  of 
had  been  imposed ;  one  of  the  cases  was 
noteworthy  in  being  the  first  recorded 
proceeding  against  a  shopkeeper  for  failure 
to  label  a  "recommended  medicine"  with 
the  appropriate  quantitative  disclosure  of 
composition.

Waste  of  Time  and  Paper 

Sir, — In  the  more  leisured  times  of  peace 
the  filling  in  of  such  a  form  as  overleaf 
[methylated  spirits  statutory  declaratiofi] 
entails  some  waste  of  time.  When,  as  noW, 
paper  is  vital  material  (which  it  is  an 
offence  to  waste)  and  time,  with  most  of  us, 
is  valuable,  it  is  impossible  to  justify  the 
amount  of  both  which  is  wasted  on  such 
red  tape.  The  notice  of  renewal  of  the 
methylated  spirit  licence  with  a  leaflet 
defining  what  "shall  not  be  lawful"  and 
what  is  the  meaning  of  "authorised  sellers 
of  poisons"  and  "local  authority"  is  sent 
out  by  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and 
Excise.  The  form  of  declaration  is  for- 
warded by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
The  chemist  (like  every  one  else)  is  busy 
these  days  with  all  sorts  of  additional 
responsibilities  (A.R.P.,  Home  Guard,  etc.), 
but  he  is  expected  to  find  time  to  look  up  a 
justice  of  peace  (also  a  very  busy  man)  and 
complete  the  form.  Why  such  a  necessity  ? 
Is  a  man  who  is  capable  of  conducting  the 
business  of  pharmacy  likely  to  be  such  a 
rogue  that  he  cannot  be  trusted  with  a 
licence  to  sell  ''meth"  without  all  this  red 
tape?  Why  should  it  be  Scotland  which  is 


subjected  to  this  indignity?  Why  can't  the 
authorities  be  satisfied  with  the  quotation 
of  the  member's  registration  receipt  num- 
ber ?  Possibly  it  might  deprive  some 
of  the  officials  of  an  easy  job.  They 
might  even  be  directed  into  some  work  ol 
national  importance.  If  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  cannot  protect  their 
members  from  this  sort  of  thing  it  makes 
one  regret  that  membership  is  compulsory.
